AUSSIG ATTACKS 
HOSPITAL BILL AS 
VIGIOUS MEASURE 


Comptroller Says Amendments, 
if Adopted, Will Tend to 
Build Political Machine. 








CHARGES INEFFICIENCY 
Accuses the Health Commission- 
er of Lobbying Instead of 
Attending to Business. 





In an interview attacking the amend- 
ments to the hospital bill, which have 
passed.the Council and will come before 
the House of Delegates Friday night for 
action, City Comptroller B. J. Taussig, 
Thursday, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he considered the pending tegisla- 


tion the most vicious ever proposed 
as a St. Louis ordinance. 

He charged the Hospital Board with 
inefficiency and waste, declaring that 
last year $100,000 was expended by it 
without apparent return. He accused 
Dr. John C. Morfit, the Hospital Com- 
missioner, of spending in lobbying in 
the Assembly the time which he should | 
devote to his duties, and of attempting 
to dictate to other departments of the 
especially the fire department. 

Comptroller's Position. 

The Comptroller asserted that the pro- 
posed hospital legislation, if enacted, 
would tend to the establishment of a 
big political machine, devoted to the 
hospital board and owing allegiate only 
to it. 

“The hospital bill passed last year 
and creating the present system,’ said 
the Comptroller, ‘“‘was dangerous and 
vicious. But these new amendments 
are the most dangerous and visious ever 
proposed for the St. Louis ordinance 
books. 

“Tl have the interests of the city elee- 
mosynary institutions as much at heart 
any man in St. Louis, and desire to 
improve conditions in them as much as 
ig possible. But the funds heretofore 
placed at the disposal of the Hospital 
Board have never had a fair test un- 
der proper administration. 

“The Hospital Board has not watched 
to see whether the money it spent was 
giving results. The board cannot show 
that the appropriations under its con- 
trol have been efficiertly spent. Every 
waste should have been avoided and 
prevented, but this the board has not 
done.

Tells of Money Spent. 

“‘More money has been spent upon the 
city institutions during the last three 
years than in any period of the same 
length in the last 50 years.. Last vear 
an additional $130,000 was appropriated, 
and the only additional burden placed 
upon the hospital was the care of 300 
patients whom the city had previously 
maintained in State institutions at a 
‘ost of only $30,000 per anum. Here 
was a net increase of $100,000, for which 
results were not shown. . 

“The new amendments, in their gist, 
propose a horizontal raise of Salaries 
and wages among the employes of the 
hospital wvoard. _I do not deny that 
there are spots where radical changes 
are necessary, but these should be treat- 
ed individually and not sweepingly. 

“The amendments provide for the cre- 
ation of first, second and third class 
employes; but the number of these em- 
ployes, and in many ces their wages, 
are vested in the discretion of the Hos- 
pital Commissioner. If this legislation 
comes to pass, it will resolve itself into 
a scheme for the creation of a big po- 
litical machine, such as would be a mis- 
fortune to any city. 

Couldn’t Fix Tax Rate. 

“If the amendments are adopted, 
will render the Assembly, the Mayor 
and the Comptroller helpless to fix 
the city tax rate, for it will be im- 
possible to calculate the expenditures 
of the hospital department, left 
they are to the judgment of 
Hospital Commissioner. The Hos- 
pital Board would obtain an _ inde- 
pendent power to control its funds, 
such as no department of the city 
should possess. 

“It ‘is very apparent that if the 
time devoted by Dr. Morfit to lobby-. 
ing for legislation was spent in stop- 
ping waste in his department, the 
city institutions would Be in far bet- 
ter condition than they are. Dr. 
Morfit anq his associates are laving 
stress upon the necessity of better 
and more food for the patients. There 
is not a line in the amendments which 
provides for a betterment of the 
quality or an invrease of the quan- 
tity of food for the city’s sick. 

“Dr. Morfit and Councilman Espen- 
schied are in almost daily conferences 
coneerning the passage of the amend- 
ments. Instead, they should be seeking 
advice from the Mayor and Comptroller, 
who know just what can be done” 

Comptroller Taussig asserted that, in 
section Ssof the amendments, Dr. Morfit 
is attempting to dictate tothe fire de- 
:artment. This section provides for the 
removal of the eight night and day tire- 
men now stationed at the city institu- 
tions, and for the assignment of firemen 
to the hospitals, not by direction of 
Chief Swingley, but whenever, in the 
judgment of the Hospital Commissioner, 
it seems necessary. 

Chief Swingley told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday that the fireman sta- 
tioned_at the city institutions have often 
prevented dangerous fires. He says 
that if they are removed by the hospi- 
tal legislation, they will be compelled to 
retire on the firemen’s pension of $20 
a month, as there is no place for them 
in the department. Thelr pay at pres- 
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ent is $80 a month.

SHOTS AWE VICTIMS 





Many Posses Are Quickly Form- 
ed to Search Neighborhood 
for the Bandits. 


GRAND FORKS, N. D., July 2.—A 
trai holdup in true wild west style, with 
modern netted three 
masked man more than $500. near Buf- 
falo, N. D. S. P. Olson of Fargo, the 
engineer on the eastbound north-coast 
limited, was shot twice by the bandits, 
who escaped in an automobile early to- 
day. 

The machine was waiting near the 
scene of the crime and the robbery, 
Which apparently was’ carefully plan- 
ned, went through without a hitch, 

When the train stopped at the high 
bridge at Valley City the three men 
boarded it and went into the day coach. 
Meavily armed and shooting recklessly 
im order to intimidate the passengers, 
they first’ lined the train crew up at 
one end of the car and then pro- 
ceeded to search the passengers in 
the sleeping cars. In all they obtained 
about $0 from this part of their rob- 
bery.

The sleeping car was entered, and in 
order to awaken tlie occupants of 
berths a shot was fired down the cen- 
ter of the aisle, which imbeded 
itself in the woodwork. After 
searching the occupants of the berths 
they climbed out the diner, over the 
baggage and express cars to the en- 
gine, reaching that part of the train 
when near Buffalo. They ordered En 
gineer Olson to stop the train so thes 
could get off, and when he refused t« 
comply with their wishes two 
were fired at him, one glancing off his 
watch and the other striking him on a 
rib, both shots injuring him slightly. 

After being wounded and seeing that 
the men were desperate, Engineer Olson 
stopped the train and the three men, 
all of whom were masked with polKa- 
dot handkerchiefs, jumped quickly from 
the train and ran into the darkness. 

Escape in Waiting Automobile. 

After leaving the train the robbers 
weni to an automobile which they had 
waiting nearby and drove off into the 
darkness. 

The train was run into Fargo, where 
the Sheriff, every available deputy and 
three deputy United States marshals 
hurried back on a special train to pur- 
sue the robbers. 

Posses also started out of Buffalo 15 
minutes after the robbery was reported 
and every surrounding town in the 
Northwest was telephoned or tele- 
graphed to look out for the robbers. 

The express and mai! cars were not 
molested by the men. It is not known 
what amount tie oars contained, but 
usually the North Coast Limited carries 
considerable amount of money and it is 
thought that the men took longer in 
going through the day coaches than 
they had planned, or they would have 
tried to blow up the express safe and 
rifle the registered mail pouches. 
Engineer Oison, who is one of the 
oldest engine pilots on the system, was 
brought into Fargo with the train and 
is resting at his home there.

If the recitals of this bill are to be believed, and as 
yet they are not controverted,the South Sea Bubble, of which Washington 
Irving so beautifully wrote, has been well-nigh equaled, if not eclipsed, by 
the schemes during the last decade of the defendant, Edward G. Lewis. If 
this story is worthy of credence, the Panama stock and bead scandal of 
France of 15 years ago has been equaled, if not surpassed. One corporation 
would be organized, accompanied by the most flaming and glittering balle- 
tins, dodgers, circular letters and advertisements, informing the people how 
they could get rich over night, and make money in fabulous sums by the 
investment of their meager savings. One corporation would progress some 
time, but for a few months, and in no instance for longer than two or three 
years, when something better is announced, investors advised to have evi- 
dences of indebtedness surrendered and changed in form, and another cor- 
poration would be organized. Magazines were brought into being and sold 
to subscribers at a nominal rate, resulting in thousands of tons of such litera- 
ture being carried through the United States mails in the city and county 
of St. Louis free of transportation charges and sent to all parts of the 
United States for a cent a pound. The ostensible purpose of these magazines 
and papers was for the purpose of publishing literature of the highest order, 
but in truth and in fact for the advertising of the schemes of the enter- 
prises of the defendant, Lewis . At the commencement of his career Lewis 
was not worth a dollar. He has collected hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
a part of which was for his own use and benefit, and many times that sum 
for the investment in buildings, machinery, real estate and the building of 
additions to the City of St. Louis. One of his schemes was for the creation 
of a college or university, partly to be devoted to oral teaching, but largely 
to teaching by mail, Stock was subscribed by persons from all over the coun- 
try. Some stock would be issued, but additional and more promises for the 
issue of stock at some future day. By the time the stock was to be issued, a new 
echeme would be devised and stock or bonds in many corporations promised. 
Some of these corporations were organized under the laws of the State of Mis- 
eouri, and were organized in utter defiance of the Jaws and Constitution of the 
State. Other corporations were organized under the laws of the State of 
South Dakota, the purpose thereby being to circumvent the laws of the State 
of Missouri. The place of business was to be at or adjoining the City of 
St. Louis, in the State of Missouri. 3 


How the Directors Were Named. 


Roards of Directors would be elected, or, rather, named on paper, and in 
some instances boards of directors of some of the defendant’ corporations 
have never held a meeting, and yet records were made up as if said cor- 
porations had been legally organized and the business carried on by and 
through regular meeting of the boards of directors and other officers. 

People to the number of tens of thousands, and these tens of thousands 
multiplied many times, subscribed for stock and bonds and other securities 
of some of these defendant corporations.

At the same time with the receiver- 
ship suit, and by the same lawyers, a 
foréclosure “suit was filed against the 
University Heights Realty and Develop- 
ment Co., the People’s Savings Trust 
Co., the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co, 
and Nathan Frank, a trustee. 

In this suit, which is still pending, it 
is charged that $600,000 of real estate 
notes, to be secured by first Tien on 
University City realty, were advertised 
for sale, and that the plaintiffs bought 
notes on such representations, when in 
fact there already existed a first deed of 
trust against the property for $400,000.

Stops Small Stores’ Supply. 
“The committee met in C‘eve and May 
26, 1910, and sent out the order to the 
Iranufacturers, according *o the charge 
in the indictment, and it is alleged that 
thereafter the 5 and 10 cent stures were 
unable to buy wall paper. 

Complaint was made by Frank C. 
Pall, who has a string of these shops in 
Pittsburg, who had declared that the 
jobbers and manufacturers of wall paper 
had combined to prevent him from sell- 
ing it. 

Government agents made an investiga- 
tion, and learned of the Cleveland meet- 
ing, which, they say, was secret. 

Newcomb lives in Webster Groves. 
He denied at his home that he was a 
member of any trust or combination in 
restraint of trade. 

“IT knew that the investigation was 
going on in Cleveland,”,he said, ‘“‘but 
1 have had no official notification of 
the action of the grand jury.

““At one time a Wall Paper Trust did 
exist, I believe, but it was discontinued 
four years ago. I had no connection 
with it at any time. I do not think 
there is much in this charge at Cleve- 
land, and I will be giad to go there 
and tell them whatever they want: to 
know about our association.” 

Newcomb said that the complaint of 
the 5 and 10 cent stores probably arose 
from the fact that jobbers did not care 
to carry lines which they sold, because 
the 5 and 10 cent stores catered to a 
cheap trade. He denied that there was 
any combination against them, and 
laughed at the statement that there is.

The Folk men 
are claiming Oregon for him by a sub- 
stantial majority, as against the field 
of candidates. 
Literature showing what Folk has 
done during his term as Circuit Attor- 
ney of St. Louls and as Governor of 
Missourt will be sent to voters in the 
four states. Speakers probably will be 
sent to the states to present direct to 
the voters the record of Gov. Folk. 
Chairman Lon Sanders of the league 
says that Folk sentiment Is very strong 
in all the states in which primaries will 
be held, and he predicts that Folk will 
win several of the delegations. He says 
the sentiment is also strong for Folk in 
the New England States. 
While the league is preparing-to carry 
the fight into other states it is also 
keeping an eye on Missouri, by reason 
of the fact that Speaker Champ Clark 
has loomed up as a presidential possi- 
bility. The Folk leaders insist that 
Clark pledged himself to Folk in the 
Democratic State convention at Jeffer- 
son City last fall, of which he was 
temporary chairman, which passed a 
resolution pledging the Missouri dele- 


Chairman Sanders, W. D. Vandiver 
and other Folk leaders, do not believe 
Clark will now attempt to contest the 
State with Folk for the delegation. 
William J. Cochran, a former news- 
paper man, as secretary of the league, 
has charge of the Folk Publicity Bu- 
reau. Chairman Sanders and Nelson W. 
McLeod, chairman of the Executive 
Committee, spend several hours a day 
at headquarters, planning the Folk 
campaigns. McLeod had charge of the 
Folk-for-Governor campaign in 1904. 
The league's liberary now consists of 
one vest pocket dictionary, but Chair- 
man Sanders promises:to augment it as

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$10,000 FOR THE BABIES. 


With a total of $3056.43 collected up to July 18,] 


the Post-Dispatch Pure ,.Milk and Free Ice Fund 
has already passed the total for the entire season 
of 1908 by nearly $1000. The rather unusual cool 
weather may suggest that there is not so much 
need for money to continue the work of saving 
the babies. That this is a mistake is shown by 
the fact that New York has just begun the work 
of saving the babies, the Health Department of 
that city having found that July and August are 
the critical months. The mortality during these 
months is as high as 134 to every 1000 infants. 
This represents an increase of 35 per cent over 
the first six months of the year, due to intestinal 
diseases brought about by impure milk -and the 
great heat. 

The year 1906 was the record breaker in the 
Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund, the total for that 
year being $4749.56. This year it should be possible 
to reach the total of $10,000, which was the de-., 
sired maximum set by those who knew the need 
at the opening of the season. What is wanted is 
an increase of enthusiasm on the part of the ven- 
eral public which would result in a large number 
of individual contributions to the fund. The roll 
of honor should contain hundreds of names of St. 
Louis citizens who value the privilege of aiding 
in this great battle against disease and death. for 
the sake of helpless infancy. Make it a full $10,

Anent the controversy concerning music in the 
public parks, mych has been said for and against, 
and much more can be said on this subject; tr 
fact, the more it is analyzed the more apparent 
the flaws appear. 

In my estimation, the greatest flaw in the 
present system is the instrumentation, which 
Savors too much of a political stamp, Why han- 
dicap a band leader by specifying his instru- 
mentation ass qone at present. He cannot de- 
liver the goods with such conditions, 
not his faul, for he is doing his best with a poor 
proposition. You may as well give him a lot 
of fish horns and then demand an excellent con- 
cert of him. The band leader is in most cases a 
genius and as such requires full sway in se- 
lecting his instruments to interpret the music, 
aS he knows it, and not, as at present, have a 
public official who probably knows little or 
nothing about it specify by contract just what 
instruments he must %se. 

The present concerts are monotonous, and have 
been for some years, due to a lack of filling out 
in the Score, by having too many dead instru- 
ments and not enough live ones in the band. A 
lot of musicians sitting on chairs merely holding 
instruments in their hands the greater part of 
the time are not conducive to the best kind of 
music. : 

Then, they have no rehearsals and go to con- 
certs unprepared, and this is what makes such 
a difference between our bands and those trav- 
eling bands, which usually far outshine ours, 
What a treat it was te listen to Sousa and 
Brooke’s, and there is no reason why St. Louis 
shoulq not have just as good; but it will never 
be gotten by the prevailing system. _ 

Leave the bandmaster unrestricted in choosing 
his instruments, for he knows what instruments 
are best adapted to the rendering of his score, 
and his genius will transform the concerts to 
where they meet more popular approval as they 
did years ago, Let it not be said that genius is 
fettered in St. Louis.

Sanitary Drinking Devices. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It may be of interest to readers of the Post 
Dispatch who have had trouble ’*in finding a suit- 
able substitute for the ordinary drinking cup, 
now prohibited in public drinking places by iaw, 
to know a simple solution of the difficulty. Ina 
great many instances all that is necessary to do 
is to turn an ordinary faucet upside down. When 
the faucet is turned up the water will naturally 
bubble up at the tip and one may drink without 
touching any of the metal parts. If the force of 
water is too strong for ordinary use when the 
faucet is thus turned, the force can, of course, be 
adjusted by a plumber. 

Another slightly more elaborate device, but still 
quite inexpensive, is to have made and attached 
tuo the ordinary faucet a metal arm, from 12 to 
24 inches in length, which should have a small 
cup-shaped tip, from which to secure a drink, 
Such a device, with a return pipe in the arm, 
with which to carry off waste water, has been 
put on the market in the East. 

Any one of the methods de--ribed {s a simple 
and inexpensive means of furnishing an absolute- 
ly sanitary drinking place.

Care of the St. Louis Trees. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Mr. Koenig, the City Forester, suggests a 
small wall be built around the base of the trees 
and the inclosure to be filled with water. As 
there is a wall around the trees now, another 
wall is entirely unnecessary. The trouble with 
the present wall is that the sidewal or the 
$treet builders never gave a thought or did not 
know that the trees required water, as they are 
constructed now so that the water runs Into the 
gutter and it is a question if ever the subsoil 
gets any moisture at all, even throughout the 
winter. If the sidewalk or the curbstone had 
been laid with a view to the present and future 
requirements of the trees, there would not be 
so many people putting the blame on the smoke 
for destroying the trees. The cement sidewalk 
and the curbstone ought to be level; that is, if the 
trees are to have any consideration at all, so 
that the space between the sidewalk and the 
curbstone will retain all the rain that falls around 
the trees and sidewalk, and soil dug out the 
space allowed the trees to a depth of from 4 to 6 
inches and 4-inch pipes inserted at different dis- 
tances from the base of the tree, and &lso the 
pipes to be various length, with a perforated fron 
cap over same, and also to be level with the soll, 
to allow the water to go direct to the roots, as 
surface watering tends to draw the roots to the 
surfacé which is undesirable. 

If this method had been adopted fn the first 
place and with the frequent washing of the side- 
walk in the summer time the St. Louls trees 
would be in perfect condition without any par- 
ticular care being taken through the summer,
